NEWS OR NOT 


Angry Aficionados 


“Nothing like this has been seen in the 
racing world during the last quarter of a 
century.” was the breathless summary of 
Hugh Lyall. Buenos Aires correspondent 
for Daily Racing Form. 

The occasion was a riot at La Plata race 
track during the week-end of February 27. 
The public. angered by a decision of the 
stewards. tore up the rails along the 
stretch. wrecked the judges’ stand. and 
threw stones through windows, doing such 
extensive damage that the track “will not 
be ready for use again in less than a 
month.” 

“All this happened.” Lyall said. “be- 
cause the stewards disqualified the favor- 
ite which had won the third race after 
leading all the way. This winner. Tirteo. 
is a second-class animal with an in-and-out 
record. News leaked out that he would 
surely win. and money was poured on him. 
. . . He went into the lead followed by 
Galgo Ruse. The latter’s jockey. appren- 
tice P. Pricto. rode a bad race. He made 
repeated efforts to get up on the rail, but 
there was not enough room. so he pulled 
on to the outside. He made no impression 
on Tirteo who won easily by about a 
couple of lengths. The official verdict was 
half a length. 

“Jockey Prieto then claimed he had 


been persistently balked by Tirteo who 
was promptly disqualified. Press and pub- 
lic believed the stewards were wrong.” 
Track and local police, charging into 
the mob, were met by a hail of stones. 
Tear gas had no effect; neither did the 
brandished swords of mounted patrolmen. 
The riot finally ran its course, but not 
until the mob felt it had taken vengeance. 


Venezuelan Upset 


The Clasico Gobernacion del Distrito 
Federal. run at La Rinconada, Caracas, on 
February 28, had a result “in total dis- 
agreement with logic,” in the words of a 
writer in El Nacional. An easy winner of 
the 2.000-meter test of imported horses was 
the 5-year-old Porvenir (Selim Hassan— 
Pomare). Second and third were Banal 
(Tonico—Frivolity) and McKinley (Fas- 
cinador—Malaguesa). Pensilvania, the 
only mare in the field of 9 runners, 
finished eighth. 


Exar in England 


Dr. Carlo Vittadini’s Exar, leading 3- 
year-old colt of the 1959 season in Italy, 
is to be campaigned in England this year. 
The son of *Arctic Prince will be trained 
at Newmarket by Noel Murless. who led 
the list of trainers last year. 


*Cascade dropped a *Nasrullah filly at A. B. Hancock Jr.’s Claiborne Farm, 
Paris, Ky., on January 15. The mare won the Berkshire Foal Stakes and placed 
in the Lowther Stakes at 2 in England, had 119 pounds in the Free Handicap.

Gimmicks and Butazolidin 


The most prolonged debate at the 26th 
annual convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners. 
held last week and this in Mexico City. 
centered upon the 48-hour rule and the 
use of Butazolidin as a specific for re- 
lieving the pains of arthritic horses. 

When the debate had ended. the Com- 
mittee on Illegal Practices submitted a 
report recommending against permission 
to use the drug. and the convention 
voted, 17 to 1, to accept the committee’s 
recommendation. The dissenting vote was 
cast by the Colorado commission, whose 
chairman, Thaddeus B. Bruno, headed 
the Committee on legal Practices. A 
minority report favoring official permis- 
sion to use Butazolidin had been submit- 
ted to the convention by Bruno. but after 
the convention had voted to accept the 
majority report, Colorado changed _ its 
vote to make the decision unanimous. 


Alex Bower, field secretary of the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation and former managing editor of 
The Blood-Horse, submitted a detailed 
report on the convention’s proceedings. 
but it arrived only a few hours before 
press time, and in the midst of a blizzard 
which argued mightily against working 
until dark. An abbreviated summary is 
presented here; Bower’s full treatment of 
the proceedings is reserved for later use. 

On the convention’s agenda were 3 
panel discussions, on the capability of 
racing officials, promotional “gimmicks.” 
and Butazolidin. The drug came under 
consideration in connection with a panel 
whose prescribed subject was: ‘“Consid- 
eration of requests that the 48-hour medi- 
cation rule be abolished or modified, and 
that use of Butazolidin be legalized.” 

Colorado was the only state in which 
the commission had opened the door to 
use of Butazolidin. The permissive action 
in that state, along with pending cases 
against 2 trainers ‘n Florida and argu- 
ments presented by the American Asso- 
ciation of Equine Practitioners and other 
groups, brought the issue to a place of 
top priority on the NASRC agenda. 

Dr. Jordan Woodcock. of New York. 
president of the AAEP, cited the advan- 
tage of Butazolidin in making sore horses 
useful without violating the spirit of rules 
against the use of drugs. and he said 
that the 48-hour rule is now being “vio- 
lated daily” without punitive action. 

Dr. David W. Chrisman. president of 
the Association of Official Racing Chem- 
ists, advised against a relaxation of the 
48-hour rule, since Butazolidin affects the 
condition of a horse. 

F. Richard Hite, of the Colorado com- 
mission, reported that permission had 
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been given to use Butazolidin on 187 
horses which made a total of 411 starts 
in the state; that the results were form- 
ful; and that. since the drug was being 
used “everywhere,” it was better to 
control it. 

John Manfuso said that the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent) Protective Association. 
once on record in favor of the 48-hour 
rule. now opposed it. He advised specify- 
ing drugs which can be used. 

From there the discussion went in many 
directions. There were side effects to be 
considered. There were “better” drugs 
available. and more of them coming. The 
48-hour rule didn’t help (this from Dr. 
M. B. Teigland. of Florida, president- 
elect of the AAEP). since a trainer doesn’t 
know. 48 hours before a race. whether a 
horse will run. The rule advocated by 
the AAEP was “the worst I ever heard 
of.” said a racing chemist. Those who 
brought strong convictions to the meeting 
still had them when they left. 

A second question brought before the 
convention concerned the commissioners’ 
stand on “gimmick” promotional devices. 
such as the sale of betting systems, quin- 
ella wagering. appreciation days, free 
gates. drawings. and name-the-horse con- 
tests, also 9-race programs and night rac- 
ing. The panelists were Harry Hoffhei- 
mer, Ohio, moderator; George Grinnell. 
New Hampshire; Neil Curry, California: 
Charles J. Sheehan. New Jersey; and Al- 
fred Ciccone, Rhode Island. 

In rounding up the discussion, Bower 
concluded: “It seems that each commis- 
sion will continue to go its separate way. 
handling local situations according to its 
best judgment. Over the long run, the 
question of what is good for racing will 
run second to what is good for revenue. 
in most states.” 

In the area of 9-race programs. there 
was no general agreement, and only one 
of the panelists approached the problem 
by way of a commission’s responsibility 
to the sport. 

Hoffheimer said it was a question of 
whether it was a racing commission’s ob- 
ligation to supervise the accumulation of 
as much revenue as possible or whether 
it was the commission’s duty to protect 
the best interests of the sport. In the 
jatter instance, “it should take a stand 
against what it considers to be excessive.” 

Ciccone opposed 9-race programs be- 
cause it had been Rhode Island’s ex- 
perience that 8 races brought in as much 
revenue as 9. and Sheehan favored 8 
races because in New Jersey experience 
had proved that the tracks had difficulty 
in filling the ninth race. 

Most speakers approached gimmick pro- 
motions and betting systems as a prerog- 


ative of management, so long as the pro- 
motion did not violate state regulations 
and was not likely to offend the public’s 
taste. 

Said Grinnell: “The role of the com- 
mission must be handled delicately. Does 
the commission have to protect the state 
income. or protect the track’s profits, or 
keep things running on an even keel? 
Unless we consider some new proposal 
to be detrimental to racing. we don’t feel 
that we have any reason for objecting.” 

Night racing was defended by Edwards 
as a commercial expedient which would 
work in some areas and would be unneces- 
sary in others. He did not like it, but he 
felt that “at the first sign of economic 
distress in this country you will find 
many TRA tracks asking for night racing.” 

Participating in a panel discussion of 
what could be done to improve the qual- 
ity of officiating and to strengthen the 
public's and horsemen’s confidence in 
officials were Richard Hite, Colorado; 
Keene Daingerfield, representing the So- 
ciety of North American Racing Officials; 
Bert Thompson, the Jockeys’ Guild; Cal- 
vin Rainey. The Jockey Club; and John 
Manfuso, the HBPA. 

It was the concensus that steps should 
be taken to assure the sport of a contin- 
uing supply of well trained officials, and 
Rainey endorsed Alfred Vanderbilt’s pro- 
posal of a few years ago for an indepen- 
dent organization charged with the respon- 
sibility of assigning officials to race meet- 
ings. and he thought The Jockey Club 
could assist in this through its School of 
Officials. 

Daingerfield thought officiating could 
be improved by the appointment of trained 
men without regard to politics and by 
taking steps to improve salary and job 
security commensurate with ability. 
“SNARO has never gone on record as 
opposing a pool of officials.” he said, “but 
has merely inquired about the mechanics 
of it.” 

Daingerfield and Rainey. asked whether 
SNARO and The Jockey Club could co- 
ordinate their efforts, agreed that it was 
possible. There was no indication, however, 
that management or racing commissions 
would avail themselves of the official pool 
if it were set up. 

Among the other business before the 
convention was an election of officers: 
Benjamin T. Poxson, Colorado, president; 
Thaddeus B. Bruno, Oregon, first vice pres- 
ident; Malcolm Lowe, West Virginia, sec- 
ond vice president; Thomas Brogan, New 
Jersey. third vice president; Harry Hoff- 
heimer, Ohio. treasurer; and Mrs. A. E. 
Smith. of Lexington, Ky.. secretary and 
assistant treasurer.

CALIFORNIA 


The Learner and the Unlearned 


Los AncGeLes. C. V. Whitney’s Tom- 
pion has been something of a problem 
child for trainer R. L. (Bob) Wheeler. 
He lost some races by breaking badly, 
and others by ducking away and not ex- 
tending himself when hit in the face by 
flying dirt. But in the 23rd running of 
the Santa Anita Derby, Tompion was a 
problem only to the 8 other 3-year-olds 
which chased him to the wire. 

The son of Tom Fool swept to a 4- 
length triumph over Merrick Stable’s able 
John William in 1:4744 for the mile and 
a furlong, making it the fastest Santa 
Anita Derby on record. The old mark 
was 1:4844, shared by Determine and 
Your Host. 

Immediately after the race, Wheeler 
announced that Tompion would leave, be- 
tween April 10 and 15, for Keeneland, 
where he would run in an overnight race 
and then in the Blue Grass Stakes before 
going on to the Kentucky Derby. 

The disappointment of the Santa Anita 
Derby was Marc Crawford’s Flow Line, 
which was sent to the post an even-money 
favorite by the crowd of 55,327, and fin- 
ished last, beaten more than 25 lengths. 
Flow Line broke in the air, and then 
rushed up to take command going into 
the club house turn. After that, jockey 
Bill Boland was never able to get him 
under control. Flow Line tried to run 
out on the first turn, and Boland was 


the green colt in the backstretch. Flow 
Line attempted to bolt again on the far 
turn, and Boland finally eased him, 
rather than run the risk of racking up 
the field. 

As far as Flow Line is concerned, the 
race should be thrown out. Crawford was 
disappointed, but not to the point of 
giving up, of course. 

“Flow Line came out of the race all 
right,” Crawford said, “but what he 
needs is experience. This calls for a 
change in our plans. Instead of going 
direct to Kentucky, we will probably 
leave soon for Gulfstream Park, and run 
Flow Line in the Florida Derby on April 
2. He’s ready to run; his only trouble is 
that he is too eager. We have to settle 
him down, to teach him how to rate, and 
we can do that only with racing ex- 
perience.” 

Just a few hours before the Derby, 
Crawford had turned down a $500,000 
cffer from Howard Keck and A. B. Han- 
cock Jr. for the son of *Khaled—Play 
Possum. 

By way of contrast to Flow Line’s ex- 
hibition, Tompion turned in what Wheeler 
said was the kindest race he had ever 
run. He was off a little slowly, but 
auickly settled into stride and was second, 
just on the outside of Flow Line, round- 
ing the club house turn. Willie Shoe- 
maker rated Tompion about three-quar- 
ters of a length behind Flow Line until 
it became evident that Boland would 
never get his colt under control. Fearful 
of being carried out by Flow Line, Shoe- 


standing in the stirrups trying to restrainmaker let Tompion move a little earlier 


Tompion took the lead from the favored Flow Line on the final turn and drew 
away to win the Santa Anita Derby by 4 lengths. John William was second. 
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than he had planned, and he had the lead 
by the time he swung into the far turn. 

Just before reaching the quarter-pole. 
Roland eased Flow Line to avoid the pos- 
sibility of accident. At that point John 
William was only 2 lengths behind Tom- 
pion and in position for a strong stretch 
bid. But that was as close as he was 
able to get. Shoemaker called on Tom- 
pion for his best, and the brown colt, 
needing little urging, left his rivals. He 
was unchallenged as he stormed through 
the stretch, completely smothering his op- 
position. 

Eagle Admiral, last in the field of 9 
going to the first turn, closed some 
ground to finish third, and he had no 
excuses. He was third at the quarter-pole, 
some 4 or 5 lengths behind Tompion, and 
he was still third at the wire, beaten 
more than 7 lengths. 

Flow Line raced the first quarter in 
:2235 and the half-mile in :45°5. Tom- 
pion then took over, being clocked in 
1:10 for 6 furlongs and 1:3515 for a mile. 

Wheeler. who has had some good horses 
— Silver Spoon, Bug Brush, Old Pueblo, 
and Miss Todd — was asked to rate Tom- 
pion with some of these. 

“Well.” he began, “if Tompion keeps 
on improving as he has in the last 30 
days, I'd say he will be the best.” 

Wheeler pointed out that last year, 
when Tompion was losing to colts like 
Warfare, Bally Ache, and Noble Noor, 
he was always close up. 

“Tt looks like he just keeps going along, 
and learning all the time. He’s tough 
aud he’s sound, and he could be a real 
good one.”

FLORIDA 
The Maiden Buyers 


Miami. Trainer Jimmy Rowe paced 
nervously as he waited for the placing 
judges to split Polylad and First Landing 
after the Roamer Handicap at Aqueduct 
on November 3. The pair had battled 
head-and-head from the top of the stretch, 
were noses apart at the wire. 

“T had the feeling I was just a little 
guy from New England who couldn't pos- 
sibly beat those horses,” Rowe recalled. 
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“But I was lucky: they put his number up 
after all.” 

Rowe, a pleasant, slim, red-haired gen- 
tleman from Hingham, Mass., had shipped 
Polylad to Gulfstream Park for 2 races— 
the Magic City Handicap on March 5 and 
the $100,000-added Gulfstream Handicap 
on March 19. It was his first trip to Florida 
since 1953. 

“T thought he had a good shot at these 
races,” Rowe said, “And besides, we'll be 
more ready in the spring when we ship to 
New York.” 

Polylad, by Polynesian—Lady Dorimar, 
by Our Boots, did not race as a 2-year-old. 
Rowe and owner Quincy Adams Shaw 
McKean had attended the Belmont fall 
sales on November 6, 1958, looking for 
2-year-old maidens. They picked out 4 of 
them—Polylad, Arbella, Shut Down, and 
Brinnan. 

“We paid $5,000 for Polylad.” Rowe 
said. “Mr. McKean picked him out, and I 
okayed him. Three of them broke their 
maiden the first time we ran ’em. The 
other one (Brinnan) hurt herself after she 
ran twice. I think she’ll do later, though.” 

Polylad was sent to McKean’s farm at 
Pinehurst, N. C. 

“To be honest, he didn’t show much at 
all. | had him gelded in March, and that 
seemed to help. I got to New England 
(Suffolk Downs) later that month. and he 
started to train like the wind. 

“He made his first start on April 18, in 
an allowance race. He never did run in a 
maiden race. Got left at the post, looped 
his field, and won in 1:11 and 3 on a dry- 
ing-out race track. Arbella broke her maid- 
en the same day.” 

Polylad won 4 races in the space of 31 
days at Suffolk, then came from far back 
to finish second to Ring of Kerry in the 
Constitution Stakes. A little later he was 
shipped to Aqueduct. 

In the Discovery Handicap he broke 
slowly, made up 9 lengths, and finished 
fourth to Middle Brother, the only time he 
was worse than second in 15 starts. Next 
came the 14%<-mile Lawrence Realization. 
in which he was second. 

“He wasn’t at his best that day. but we 
decided to run him anyway,” Rowe said. 
“It was the first time we asked him to go 
more than a mile and an eighth, and he 
couldn't pick up Middle Brother. From 
there on in he just kept getting better.” 

Polylad closed out his 3-year-old cam- 
paign with a second to First Landing in 
an allowance race, the victory in the 
Roamer, a second to Net Ball in the Nara- 
gansett Special. 

“Net Ball ran a big race that day and 
we were bothered quite a bit. Our horse 
lugged in through the drive—it was a cup- 
ping out track, and his ankle had a little 
heat.” 

Rowe approached Polylad’s stall, found 
the horse standing quietly. 
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“He stays like that all day, as kind as 
they come. He looks a little lean but he’s 
in great shape. You can rate him, do any- 
thing with him.” 

Polylad has speed, but Rowe usually 
prefers to run him off the pace. 

“If there’s too much speed in a race [ 
don’t want him chasing it. I just check the 
form and cut out his races accordingly. In 
the Roamer I told the boy (Eldon Nelson) 
to lay still, about fifth, for the first mile. 
After that, don’t wait for nobody. and take 
dead aim on Arcaro (who rode First Land- 
ing).” 

Rowe has been training horses since 
1937, mostly platers. He has 3 children 
—Virginia, 24; Nancy. 19; and Emmy 
Lou, 2, and 2 granddaughters. Nancy is 
with Jimmy at Gulfstream. galloping his 
horses. 


“I wish you could see her,’ Rowe said. 
“Pretty little blonde, weighs 95 pounds. 
She’s a natural on a horse, loves to be 
around the barn. I’m trying to convince 
her to get started in something else. So 
far, no luck. She wants to stay with me. 
Heck, I haven’t been home for any period 
of time since I was 11. 


“IT had a horse named Mike Barry and 
I don’t think any horse gave me as much 
of a thrill as that one,” said Rowe. “He 
made Silky Sullivan look like a speed 
horse. I never saw any horse come from 
as far out of it as he did. He was fourth 
in the Discovery, but he got hurt behind. 
I don’t know that Tl get him back to 
the races. 

“I like to run a horse about 15 times 
a year. That goes for any horse. That way, 
you can point them for races and not wear

Hartack, No Noe 


Miami. Trainer Kenny Noe walked into the winner’s circle at Hialeah Park, 
accepted congratulations for Royal Native’s easy victory in the Black Helen 
Handicap, and announced, “That’s her last race for me. They can have her now. 
I'm giving her back to them. And you can quote me. They never would have 
had her if it hadn’t been for me. I picked her out. But it’s all over now.” 

Thus ended a month of bickering and loud argument between Noe and Perne 
L. Grissom, owner of Royal Native. The source of the trouble was William 


It had begun at Hialeah on Saturday, February 13. Noe entered Grissom’s 
Judiciary in the fifth race. and assumed he had first call. But Hartack took the 
mount on Steve W. Steve W. was scratched, and Judiciary finished second with 


Then and there Noe declared that Hartack would never ride for him again. 
As far as he was concerned, Hartack was off Royal Native, which he had ridden 


Grissom dissented. Several days later Noe and Grissom raised such a fuss 
in the Hialeah walking ring that each was fined $200 for “creating a disturbance.” 
Royal Native’s next race was on February 24. Noe named Steve Brooks as 


his rider; Grissom again insisted on Hartack. The stewards called in both men, 
determined that Brooks would ride Royal Native that day but that Hartack, who 
had a written contract with Grissom to ride the filly in the Black Helen, would 
ride her in the stakes. 

“I’ve got nothing at all against Hartack,’ Noe said. “You know who my 
gripe is with.” He was referring to Chick Lang, Hartack’s agent. 

“Will Hartack ride my horse in the Black Helen? We'll see. Let’s get 
today’s race over the dam first. You see who’s riding her today, don’t you.” 

Hartack rode Royal Native in the Black Helen, and he probably will continue 
to rider her. But Noe no longer will be involved. 

Royal Native was purchased last April at a Keeneland horses-in-training sale 
for $40,000. She won the Monmouth Oaks, Pageant Handicap, and the Spinster 
Stakes. This year she has won the Columbiana and Black Helen. 

Grissom said Royal Native was for sale, but that the price had gone up 
$50.000 — to $300.000 — after her victory in the Black Helen. Two days later, he 
announced that Eugene Jacobs would take over the training of Royal Native. 

“The papers said I chose to ride Steve W. instead of Judiciary,’ Hartack 
said.

Dr. Marius Johnston 


Dr. Marius E. Johnston. who died at 
his Lexington home on March 5, was 
known in Thoroughbred racing as_ the 
breeder of the gelding Sarazen (High 
Time—Rush Box. by Box). winner of 
$225.000. In 1921. the year Sarazen was 
foaled at his Montrose Farm near Lex- 
ington.

Jabot won the Selima Stakes and the San Carlos, 
Rockingham Park Juvenile, and Rockingham Park 
Speed Handicaps and earned $42,760 for her breed- 
er and owner, C. V. Whitney. Her first foal, Hal- 
cyon Days, finished second once in 5 starts at 2 
before Whitney sold her to G. H. Bostwick, in 
November, 1940. The filly won one race the next 
year, for a claiming price of $1,750, and in 1942 
she won one other race, a 6-furlong United Hunts 
event on the flat. She then passed into the hands 
of Phil T. Chinn, who was the breeder of her first 
foal, in 1945. Jabot produced 4 other foals, the 
last of which was Counterpoint. 

In October, 1951, after Counterpoint’s success in 
the Belmont Stakes and Peter Pan Handicap. 
Whitney repurchased Haleyon Days, in foal to 
Count Fleet. Counterpoint went on to become “horse 
of the year.” and the following spring his half-sis- 
ter dropped the filly Sunlight, which never raced. 

Sunlight’s first foal, a brown colt by Tom Fool. 
was born at the Whitney farm, Lexington, on Feb- 
rurary 24, 1957, and was named Tompion. 

[The Whitney yearlings are broken on the farm 
at Lexington where a private trial is held in the 
late fall. Tompion showed great speed, and when 
his owner couldn't believe that he had timed the 
colt correctly he compared watches with his fore- 
man, who exclaimed, “My God, he broke my 
watch.” With the usual care which he devotes to 
the difficult task of securing 20 or more names 
each year, Mr. Whitney selected the of 
Tompion for the colt, because John Tompion was 
a famous English clock-maker, and beeause the 
dictionary defines tompion as a stopper. The  in- 
was that the colt was a clock-stopper. ] 

Tompion was one of last season’s best 2-year-olds 
on the West Coast, where he finished second in the 
Hollywood Juvenile Championship and third in the 
Haggin Stakes. Shipped East, he finished a neck 
behind Weatherwise in the Sanford Stakes, was 
beaten a nose by Trish Lancer in the Saratoga 
Special. then won the Hopeful Stakes from Vital 
Force and others. He later finished seeond in’ the 
Champagne Stakes and third in the Garden State 
Stakes, and was given 123 pounds, the third-highest 
weight. in the Experimental Free Handicap. 

On January 6 Tompion came out for the first time 
since the Garden State Stakes, finishing third to 
T. V. Lark and Warfare in a 6-furlong event at 
Santa Anita Park. He was beaten a neck by New 
Policy in the San Miguel Stakes, finished unplaced 
in John Williams’ San Vicente Handicap, and on 
February 11, in his last race before the Santa Anita 
Derby. won at miles. 

Flow Line, 3%-length winner of the San Felipe 
Handicap, was an even-money favorite for the Santa 
Anita Derby. He made the pace, but when he tried 
to run out on the far turn Tompion slipped through 
and quickly opened a 4-length lead. The winner 
ran 6 furlongs in 1:10, and the mile in 1:35%%, 
and his time, 1:4745, for the 148 miles was 126 
seconds slower than the track record. Second 
choice. the winner paid $6.60.

The Armed Handicap, feature event of Gulf- 
stream Park’s opening day, was won by Alhambra 
for the second consecutive year. Rated in second 
place down the backstretch, he took the lead when 
Tyhawk bore out on the turn, and steadily drew 
away through the stretch, winning by 4 lengths. 
His time of 1:10% on the sloppy track was 1% 
seconds slower than his own track record, estab- 
lished under the same weight, 124 pounds, in the 
1959 Armed. 

Foaled April 29, 1955, at Joe C. Metz’s Mare’s 
Rest Farm, Lexington, Alhambra has raced only 
for his breeder, Fred W. Hooper, of Coral Gables, 
Fla., and Montgomery, Ala. At 2 he won the Primer, 
Hyde Park, George Woolf Memorial, and Prairie 
Stakes, was disqualified from first place in the 
Arlington Futurity because of a foul committed by 
his stablemate, and finished second in the Wash- 
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ington Park Futurity, third in the Futurity Stakes 
at Belmont. The following year he won the Hibiscus 
Stakes, and the Sheridan, Longport, and John 
Alden Handicaps, finished second in the Meadow- 
land Handicap and third in the Grassland Turf 
Handicap. Last year Alhambra won the Armed, 
Hollywood Express, Arch Ward Memorial, and 
Meadowland (equalling his own 5%4-furlong Amer- 
ican grass record) Handicaps, finished second in 
the Royal Poinciana and Palm Beach Handicaps, 
and third in the Grassland Turf, Lakes and Flowers, 
Longport, and Midwest Handicaps. 

On January 9, in his first start in 3 months, 
Alhambra finished fourth in the Broward Handi- 
cap. then was beaten a head by Roman Colonel in 
the Royal Poiciana. In his last previous race he 
had defeated Pointer at 7 furlongs. 

Alhambra is the first stakes winner this year 
for Olympia, which raced for Hooper and now, 
owned by a syndicate (Hooper, John W. Galbreath, 
and Daniel F. Rice), stands at Danada Farm, Lex- 
ington.

Bred and owned by the New York eye specialist 
Dr. Loren P. Guy, Pointer was foaled April 10, 
1956, at James D. Drymon’s Strodes Creek Farm, 
Paris, Ky. At 2 he was unplaced in his first start, 
then won 3 races in succession but finished un- 
placed in the World’s Playground Stakes, his last 
race for the year. Last year he made 9 stakes 
attempts, finishing second to Easy Spur in the 
Hutcheson Stakes and third in the Atlantic City 
Handicap and the Governor’s Gold Cup at Bowie. 

In his first start of this season, on January 2, 
Pointer was third to On-and-On and Stratmat in 
the Orange Bowl Handicap, and on January 15 he 
was second to On-and-On in the Tropical Park 
Handicap. Pointer was then unplaced in the Bou- 
gainvillea Turf Handicap, and in his last race be- 


fore the Palm Beach he finished second to Alhambra 
in a 7-furlong event on February 20. 

Given 108 pounds for the Palm Beach, Pointer 
carried 2 pounds overweight and was second choice 
in the betting to the highweight Roman Colonel, 
which had won the Royal Poinciana under an 
equal impost of 130 pounds. 

Pointer prompted the pace of Roman Colonel 
after the first quarter of a mile, went around him 
on the turn, and drew away to win easily. The 
winner's time of 1:22 equaled Crafty Admiral’s 8- 
year-old track record. He paid $12.10. 

Five days later, raised to 113 pounds in the 
handicap and carrying a pound overweight to accom- 
modate Bill Hartack, Pointer defeated Stratmat 
again in the Magic City Handicap. Hartack, who 
in the previous race had ridden Sword Dancer to 
his first victory of the year, got Pointer away 
quickly and kept him in the lead all the way. 
Stratmat, though lugging in through the stretch, 
was gaining on the winner. The favored Talent 
Show was unplaced. Pointer, which was second 
choice at 2.25 to 1, ran the first 6 furlongs in 1:10 
and the mile in 1:35; his time of 1:39% for the 
mile and 70 yards was a fifth of a second slower 
than Swaps’ track record. 

Bred and raced by Greentree Farm, Hoodwink is 
out of Blinking Owl, half-sister to the Spinaway 
and Hopeful winner Bee Mac, dam of Better Self, 
Prophets Thumb, Mac Bea, and Riverina.

Co_umsia, S. C. This was an off year 
at the Columbia Training Stables. Approx- 
imately 120 horses, less than 60 per cent 
of capacity. were trained here this winter. 
Only 5 stables made Columbia their winter 
headquarters. 

There were several rather obvious rea- 
sons for this decline. Two trainers who 
have been strong advocates of this loca- 
tion were forced by circumstances to go 
elsewhere. When owner Ralph Lowe, of 
Midland. Texas. decided to re-group his 
stable on the West Coast, Columbia lost 
trainer Gerald Bloss. a_ straight-talking 
Texan who had had many kind things to 
say about the local track during the past 
2 winters. and when a tragic barn fire at 
his New England farm wiped out most of 
owner W. J. Beattie’s yearlings, trainer 
W. W. Purver was dispatched to Miami 
with the racing string, their principal rea- 
son for coming here having been to develop 
their young horses. 

Confusion concerning the future of the 
famous old mile track at the state fair- 
grounds here may have deterred some 
stables. For the past year there had been 
a move afoot to raze the antiquated barns 
at the fairgrounds and to construct a civic 
center there. In early February, the No. 1 
barrier confronting this ambitious project 
was removed and the decision was made 
to carry out the project in the next 2 or 
3 years. 

The City of Columbia has committed 
itself to build a completely new training 
facility. with a mile track and modern 
barns. at a site about 3 miles from the 
present plant. There will be no interrup- 
tion in the availability of training facil- 
ities here during this transition period. 

A glance at some of the stables training 
here this winter follows. 


MAX HIRSCH 


In his 27th consecutive winter at Co- 
lumbia, 79-year-old Max Hirsch has kept 
a watchful eye on 36 horses, 13 of which 
belong to Robert Kleberg’s King Ranch. 

Others are owned by W. Arnold Hang- 
er, Sam Mason. Mrs. Edward Lasker, Mrs. 
Frank Hampton, Don Harrington, Eugene 
Casey. Mrs. Charles McLennan, James 
C. Brady. John A. Bell Jr.. John Marr, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Tailer and J. W. Veech. 


3-Year-Olds and Up 


Zenith. ch. c., 3. by Hyperion—Timed 
(owned by King Ranch). “A perfect horse 
in every respect.” said Hirsch. Zenith, 
though lightly raced at 2, is a “Triple 
Crown” nominee. “He has perfect confirm- 
ation and good feet and legs,” adds Hirsch. 
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“He has everything a horse needs to be 
a champion, and we are hoping he turns 
out to be a top horse.” A small horse 
(15:14), Zenith raced 4 times last year 
and won his last out impressively. 

La Fuerza, ch. f., 3, by Never Say Die— 
*Solar System II (King Ranch). The filly 
broke her maiden in the 1959 Selima 
Stakes. Said Hirsch: “She has wintered 
real well, and I expect her to be one of 
the better fillies this year.” 


Disperse, ch. c., 3, by Middleground— 
Scattered (King Ranch). He is considered 
to be of stakes potential, even though he 
was very green in his 2 starts last year. 
“A grand-looking horse,” said Hirsch. 

Waltz, dk. b. g.. 4, by *Turn-to—Har- 
monica (Hanger). The biggest money- 
winner in Firsch’s string in 1959, Waltz 
won 3 stakes, setting a new track record 
in the Dwyer. “I expect him to do as well 
this year, if not better.” 

Resaca, b. f., 4, by Middleground— 
Retama (King Ranch). Winner of the 
Coaching Club American Oaks and the 
Delaware Oaks, she was taken out of 
training last fall. She was fired. and will 
not make an early return. 

Landing, b. c.. 4, by *Alibhai—Land- 
mark (Brady). This horse at 2 won his 
only start, defeating Sword Dancer, then 
went wrong. Hirsch feels that he will make 
it back this year. 


Most Promising 2-Year-Olds 


B. c. by Revoked—Pretty Does (Mason). 
A half-brother to To Market, he stands 
out among a large and apparently strong 
group of juveniles in the Hirsch stable. 
“This colt has very good action, and I 
expect good things from him.” 

Stellarator, b. c. by Never Say Die— 
Stellar Role (Bell). A half-brother to the 
durable Find. 

Bread and Honey, b. f. by Native Dan- 
cer—Pail of Water (Mrs. Lasker). “This 
filly has beautiful confirmation . . . and 
should be a good one.” 

Ch. f. by Sailor—Rico Romance (Hang- 
er and Hirsch). “Both his mother and 
father were good race horses, and this one 
seems to be a very nice filly.” 


BROOKFIELD FARM 


Maryland breeder Harry Z. Isaacs and 
hard-working trainer Edward I. Kelly 
have combined to make Brookfield Farm 
one of the nation’s most consistently suc- 
cessful stables. 

A firm advocate of winter training, 
Brookfield is in its eighth season at the 
Columbia Training Stables. A total of 26 
horses, including 10 2-year-olds and 4 
stakes winners, are on hand. 


Older Horses 


Intentionally, dk. b. c.. 4, by Intent— 
My Recipe. Second only to Swerd Dancer 
in The Blood-Horse Handicap of 3-year- 
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olds. Intentionally is, without much ques- 
tion, the ranking horse in winter training 
here this year. Kelly predicted he would 
be “ready to roll” around the first of May. 
“We'll try to stretch him out a little bit 
this year. I don’t see why he can’t handle 
the longer distances. He’s older and an 
easier horse to handle. A horse with his 
speed takes a little longer to settle down.” 


Itobe. b. h.. 7. by Better Self—Isgoot. 
This durable horse enjoyed his most pro- 
ductive year in 1959, at the age of 6. Kelly 
expected him to be ready to run around 
April 1. 

Isendu, b. h.. 5, by Inyureye—Itsabet. 
Winner of the Paumonok Handicap last 
spring. will be under colors early in the 
New York meeting.

—Imacomin. He has had bad legs all of 
his life.

His own clients include Lou P. Doherty, 
Mrs. Rosemary Blackburn (his wife and 
star exercise rider), Dan Scott, and L. J. 
Dimino. He has trained others for Do- 
minic Fontana (they went to trainer John 
Forbes), Mr. and Mrs. F. C. Rand and 
their daughter, Mrs. Georgene MacFar- 
lane (they will be taken to the races by 
trainer Bill Stephens) and Woodley Lane 
Stable (they go to trainer Homer Par- 
due).

Virus Abortion Studies 
The first half of Dr. E. R. Doll's sum- 


mary of research on respiratory diseases 
was in last week’s issue, page 519, along 
with an introduction by Clarkson Beard. 
president of the Grayson Foundation. 


Throughout the years since 1932. when 
the virus abortions were first identified. 
numerous observations were made on im- 
munity resulting from the natural disease. 
In general. abortions did not occur on one 
farm in consecutive years and mares sel- 
dom aborted a second time from virus in- 
fection of the fetus. 

We conducted a series of experiments 
in which mares were inoculated once an- 
nually in late gestation with native live 
virus. Some mares aborted after the first 
inoculation. Thereafter. it was not possible 
to cause abortion by inoculating once an- 
nually with native live virus late in gesta- 
tation. In 1952 and 1953. 2 experiments 
were conducted under the auspices of 
Equine Virus Abortion Research. Ine.. in 
which we attempted to obtain information 
on the possibility of immunizing mares by 
inoculating early in the gestation period 
with native live virus. There was one abor- 
tion from virus infection and one from 
undetermined cause among 34 maiden 
mares receiving the live virus inoculation. 
Thirty-one of these mares were challenged 
late in gestation. One fetus was aborted 
from virus infection and one from unde- 
termined cause. These experiments pro- 
vided information on a workable proce- 
dure for use of native live virus for im- 
munizing against abortion. A similar pro- 
cedure is used for the hamster-propagated 
live virus that is now being tested in field 
experiments, 

Our research on the live-virus vaccine 
which is prepared from virus propagated 
in hamsters may be divided into 3 areas— 
the laboratory phases for determining its 
hehavior in young horses, laboratory 
phases for assessing its safety in pregnant 
mares. and a field-testing program for 
learning if the vaccine will suppress the 
incidence of abortions and control the 
respiratory infection in young horses. 

Experimental trials with weanlings re- 
vealed that the virus was slightly modified, 
but that it continued to produce mild fever 
and rhinitis. Secondary infections were of 
no consequence. The period of immunity 
against respiratory infection varied from 
I4 to 18 weeks after the initial vaccina- 
tion. Longer periods of immunity may be 
expected from a second or third exposure. 
but the period has not been determined. 

In safety tests in which mares were vac- 
cinated late in gestation. one of 36 mares 
aborted. Reactions of this mare indicated

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that the vaccination was her first experi- 
ence with the virus. 

These results extended hope that a mod- 
ified virus propagated in hamsters might 
be used satisfactorily for protecting against 
abortion and for conditioning young horses 
so that they would withstand exposure to 
the rhinopneumonitis virus. 

Use of this vaccine does not constitute 
an immunization procedure as it is pop- 
ularly understood. Actually. it is a pro- 
gram of planning infection for periods 
when it is least likely to cause losses. 

The vaccine is administered by instilling 
a small volume in one nostril. There it 
establishes an active infection which re- 
sults in immunity. The nasal route was 
selected because it avoids the possibility 
of anaphylactic shock. abscesses, and other 
side reactions. The immunity is compar- 
able to that obtained by injecting the vac- 
cine by other routes. Mature horses that 
have been vaccinated in field trials have 
not shown reactions. Weanlings and year- 
lings often have a mild fever and a slight 
watery exudate from the nose following 
their first vaccination. Infrequently, the 
young horses may develop a mucopurulent 
nasal exudate. It is possible that the latter 
reaction develops as a result of the vaccin- 
ation infection, and also that an indepen- 
dent intercurrent disease has occurred. 

All horses on the co-operating farms are 


vaccinated twice annually. The vaccination 
is initiated late in June or early in July to 
take advantage of the natural deterrance 
against abortion that appears to operate 
early in gestation. The vaccination is re- 
peated again in October. Repeated vaccina- 
tions are necessary because of the known 
short immunity in the natural disease. 
About 50 per cent of mares in Kentucky 
have been found to be refractory to vaccine 
stimulation at each vaccination period. 
Usually those that are refractory at the 
summer vaccination are stimulated by the 
vaccination in October. 


The repeated vaccination of the young 
horses is designed to accomplish 3. pur- 
poses. First. it is hoped that. in spite of 
short immunity from the initial vaccina- 
tion. they will receive sufficient condition- 
ing to resist exposure to the rhinopneumon- 
itis virus when they enter training and 
racing. The second purpose in vaccinating 
the young horses is to protect the pregnant 
mares against exposure to wild native 
virus. This factor alone justifies its use 
in the young horse. (It was pointed out 
previously that on nearly all farms the 
young horses are infected by the rhino- 
pneumonitis virus during the fall and 
early winter. The virus present in the 
young horses serves as the principal source 
of exposure of pregnant mares, which may 
abort. Therefore. the young horses are vac- 


cinated in June or July as sucklings and 
again in October to suppress the possibil- 
ity of an outbreak of natural disease with 
simultaneous exposure of pregnant mares. } 
The third factor is that after a series of 
inoculations befere breeding. the maiden 
mares may be included in the vaccination 
program without hazard of abortion. 


Presently. we do not have firm opinions 
on performance of the vaccine under prac- 
tical conditions. No definite information is 
available on its protection of young horses 
in training and racing. One year of prae- 
tical testing has been completed on breed- 
ing farms. Of 840 pregnant mares that 
were vaccinated, 3 aborted with attending 
circumstances which indicated that the 
abortions were caused by the vaccine virus, 
abortions occurred with circum. 
stances indicating that they were caused by 
wild native virus. It is expected that an- 
other 2 years of field testing will be need- 
ed for a reasonable appraisal of the vae- 
cine.

In summarizing our present experience 
with the live-virus vaccine propagated in 
hamsters. it may be stated that the virus 
is somewhat modified but not extensively 
modified. In its present form it retains an 
unknown potential for causing abortion. 
especially if used initially late in gesta- 
tion in mares that have had no prior in- 
fection by the rhinopneumonitis virus. The 
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vaccine virus possesses the capacity for 
inducing a mild fever and mild respir- 
atory catarrh in young horses not. pre- 
viously exposed or vaccinated. 

The natural disease establishes solid im- 
munity for only about 6 months or less 
after the first infection of young horses. 
Several mares have aborted consecutively 
from natural infection after periods of 
9 to 15 months. Mares often are infected 
annually, but few abort. 

Because of the short duration of im- 
munity resulting from the natural disease. 
it is the opinion of investigators in’ Ken- 
tucky that the vaccine virus cannot be ex- 
tensively attenuated and still produce a 
serviceable immunity. Our object. there- 
fore. is to find a degree of modification 
that is reasonably safe for use in pregnant 
mares. but to obtain a degree of infectivity 
that will assure an immune response 
capable of giving serviceable protection 
against native virus during the critical 
periods of gestation. 

Maintaining an optimal degree of infec- 
tivity by the vaccine virus also appears 
essential for satisfactory immunization of 
young horses. It is not expected that the 
vaceine will completely control abortions. 
The purpose is to obtain protection suffi- 
cient for preventing explosive outbreaks of 
abortion. We know that 1 or 2 vaccinations 
as sucklings and weanlings will not provide 
a permanent protection against respiratory 


infection. Current use of the vaccine in- 
volves vaccinating young horses when they 
are sucklings, again after weaning, again 
in June of the following year, and if pos- 
sible again before a full training program 
is initiated, 


Equine Viral <Arteritis 


The virus causing this disease was re- 
covered during investigation of a serious 
outbreak of abortions that occurred in Ohio 
in 1953. The virus was isolated from an 
aborted fetus, and it was successfully main- 
tained by a series of passages in equine 
fetuses and other horses. Experimental 
study of the disease revealed that the 
virus was distinetly different) from the 
equine rhinopneumonitis virus. Infection 
by one virus did not protect against the 
other. The arteritis virus did not produce 
inclusion bodies in equine fetuses, whereas 
the inclusion body is a specific feature of 
fetal infection by the rhinopneumonitis 
virus. In young and susceptible mature 
horses, demonstrable lesions caused by the 
rhinopneumonitis virus are limited to the 
respiratory tract. The newly isolated virus 
produced a degeneration and necrosis of 
small muscular arteries as its specific 
lesion. The disease. therefore. was named 
viral arteritis. 

The signs of viral arteritis may closely 
resemble or vary radically from those seen 
in rhinopneumonitis. Extremely mild cases 


of arteritis have only a fever of 2 or 3 
degrees for 2 to 4 days and slight conges- 
tion of the respiratory passages and mem- 
branes of the eye. As mentioned previously. 
arteritis is a disease affecting the small 
muscular arteries. The symptoms, lesions. 
and outcome of the disease appear to de- 
pend on severity of the damage to the 
arteries. Following injury to the arteries. 
there is a loss of fluid from the vascular 
system into various parts of the body. The 
damage to the vascular system also results 
in congestion and hemorrhage. The com- 
mon symptoms are congestion of the mem- 
branes of the nose and eyes. watery exu- 
date from the nostrils, difficulty in breath- 
ing. colic. diarrhea, accelerated pulse and 
respiration, extreme weakness, and swell- 
ing of the legs. There may be swelling of 
the mammary gland, sheath. and scrotum. 
Horses that die have an accumulation of 
fluid in the body cavities, edema of the 
intestines, enteritis, edema and emphysema 
of the lungs, and congestion and degenera- 
tion of the heart. liver, and kidneys. 


Abortions from viral arteritis occur dif- 
ferently from those caused by rhinopneu- 
monitis virus. Those caused by rhinopneu- 
monitis virus occur from 3 weeks to 3 
months or longer after infection of the 
mare. Abortions from viral arteritis occur 
during the terminal part of the acute phase 
of the disease or early in the convalescent 
period. All abortions from arteritis virus

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infection that have come to our attention 
were associated with an outbreak of evi- 
dent arteritis among horses on the prem- 
ises affected. 

There are no laboratory diagnostic tests 
for identifying the arteritis virus. The virus 
has not infected chicken embryos or small 
laboratory animals. Current investigations 
indicate that the arteritis virus may be 
propagated in tissue culture systems, which 
may provide dependable laboratory diag- 
nostic tests and a source of virus for ex- 
perimental vaccines. 


Future Plans 


It ix evident from the preceding discus- 
sion that most of our research has been 
organized for solution of problems on 
breeding farms. This development was a 
natural one because of the close proximity 
of the breeding farms to the laboratory. In 
the course of the research. however. we 
have found that the most feared infections 
causing abortion are in fact respiratory 
diseases. This finding has led us to shift 
emphasis in the research program from 
abortion to a comprehensive study of res- 
piratory diseases of the horse. Diseases now 
under investigation are equine rhinopneu- 
monitis. equine viral arteritis, equine in- 
fluenza caused by the European A-type 
influenza virus which was mentioned in the 
preceding discussion, and strangles or 
distemper of horses. The object of the 


research is to determine the incidence and 
importance of each infectious agent in the 
respiratory disease complex of horses, and 
to develop vaccines useful for controlling 
the respective diseases. Our observations 
indicate that there are a few or possibly 
several other infectious agents that are not 
yet identified involved in the variety of 
respiratory diseases of horses. The investi- 
gations will include a study and appraisal 
of the importance of secondary complica- 
tions and attempts to develop means of 
controlling them. This program will re- 
quire expansion of our activity so that our 
research group may have opportunity to 
investigate outbreaks of respiratory disease 
at training and racing establishments. Vet- 
erinarians and trainers will be asked to 
co-operate as the program develops.
